Cambridge won the 78th inter- 
varsity eight oared race at Put- 
ney (England) last Saturday, 
March 27th,

It was a_ gruelling 
race, from the beginning at 
Putney over the four and one 
quarter mile course to Mortlake, 
but when Cambridg:; flashed over 
the line, ‘hardly a man in her 
boat seenid in distress, while 
several of the Oxford crew ‘were 
in a state of collapse.
